HOW VERA LEIGH DIED 


RESS dispatches from Wuppertal, Germany, 

under date of May 29, carried a brief story 
to the effect that four British servicewomen who 
had parachuted into France were captured and 
burned alive in a concentration camp cremato- 
rium. According to the testimony of Marcel 
Rausch, who worked in the dispensary of the 
Struthof-Natzweiler camp, the women had been 
given typhus injections and afterwards, kicking 
and screaming, had been forced into the ovens. 
The United Press story identified the women only 
as two drivers and two WAAF’s who had been 
parachuted into France a few weeks before D- 
Day to act as couriers for the French Maquis. 


One of these four women was Vera Leigh, 
daughter of the famous trainer Eugene Leigh, 
who died in 19388. 


When Eugene Leigh brought *Epinard from 
France for a series of special races against the 
best horses in America in 1924, he brought along 
*Epinard’s jockey, Everett Haynes, who had rid- 
den first in the United States and had gained 
greater fame in Europe. Haynes rode later in 
Germany and other central European countries. 
When Hitler came to power he managed to get 
his family out of Germany, along with many of 
his possessions, and he now lives in Hollywood. 
Since the war Mr. and Mrs. Haynes have estab- 
lished correspondence with the widow of Eugene 
Leigh, and from her learned the story of the 
death of the eldest of his five daughters. Mrs. 
Haynes has written the editor of THE BLOoop- 
HORSE: 


I have been sending packages of food to 
Mrs. Leigh in France (things they cannot 
purchase there) and in a recent letter she told 
us about Vera’s tragic death. During the 
war Mrs. Leigh was interned at Besaucon 
and Vittel and she did not learn until her re- 
lease that Vera had gone to England and 
joined, of all things, the parachutists corps 
to act as courier for the French Maquis. 

Vera did some very good work and was 
very brave. She did not contact any of her 
sisters for fear of involving them. She and 
seven other women were arrested and sent to 
Karlsruhe where they were put in jail. Then 
Vera and three other English women were 
taken to the camp at Natzweiler. 


The men here had reported that the four 
women were in very good health on arrival 
but later were told that they were in such a 
sickly state that they had to be cremated. 
But it was soon known by all in the camp that 
they were given an injection of typhus and 
forced into the ovens alive. The enclosed ar- 
ticle confirms Mrs. Leigh’s statements.

INVERMARK’S SIRE RECORD 


Invermark’s first crop was foaled in 1941. In this crop he had six starters, 
with four winners, one placed, and one unplaced. Fort Ben was the best. He 
won five races at two, three races and twice placed at three, from nine starts. 
Fort Ben was a horse of excellent speed which he carried up to 1 1/16 miles in 
close to record time. In the 1944 Hollywood Park Meeting in California, Fort 
Ben ran in allowance handicaps and stakes, and was handicapped 126 pounds 
against Bric A Bac’s 124 pounds, both three-year-olds. Fort Ben broke a small 
bone in his foot in 1945. (Bric A Bac won the $50,000 San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap at 1% miles, in 1945). 


Invermark’s second crop was foaled in 1942. He had thirteen starters, 
11 winners. Five won at two, including Rivermark, winner of 4 races and 
7 Inverette winner of 2 races, 5 times placed in her first nine starts, running only 
in maiden, allowance and stake races. 


Invermark’s third crop was foaled in 1943, 2-year-olds of 1945. From six 
starters he has five winners and one placed second. Pana Tapper won her first 


two starts, equaling a track record in her second, and placed in stakes. Pere 
Markette won three races, and was beaten a nose in the $5,000 Alsab Handicap 


at Detroit. Naval Base won at Jamaica, beating a high-class field. Our Sensa- 
tion won and placed second twice and third once at Garden State Park. In- 
verine won twice, placed second twice and third once in high-class fields at Wash- 


ington Park. Good Pasture placed second in her second start at Delaware 
Park. 


Invermark’s total stud record to date reads: 25 starters—20 winners—2 
placed—and 3 unplaced. 

Invermark was a stakes winner of 15 races and greatly resembles in con-. 
formation and disposition his sire *Teddy, whose sons dominate the American 
Sires List today. His dam and grandam were good race mares and good pro- 
ducers and he is as well-bred as any son of *Teddy in the world. He comes 
from Galopin’s Branch of the No. 3 Family.

The Shadow and the Substance 


HOEVER it was that began to describe ani- 

mals of registered breeds as purebreds did 
the world a distinct disservice. The word has 
fixed in the mind. of breeders the erroneous and 
revolting idea that purity, in itself, is something 
of an especially precious nature, and that purity, 
moreover, consists of an unbroken chain of regis- 
tered ancestors, simply that and nothing more. 
Thus the mere use of the word purebred tends to 
stultify and confuse any discussion of the prin- 
ciples and procedures connected with the matter 
of registration. 

One of these days the world will understand 
that there is nothing pure about a purebred, and 
nothing essentially valuable about registration 
except insofar as it serves to identify an individ- 
ual and to make clear his near relationship to 
other animals with known performance. Even if, 
through some intervention of circumstance, the 
chain of registered ancestry is broken completely, 
the performance of the animal and the perform- 
ance of his offspring should be sufficient testi- 
mony of merit to render comparatively unimport- 
ant any strictly artificial consideration. 

The animal and his performance, plus the per- 
formance of his offspring, are the substance of 
the matter. The rest is a shadowy area of con- 
jecture, probability, estimate, guesswork, and 
whimsy—something better than a horoscope, per- 
haps. Yet, so strong is the hankering for purity, 
we take the shadow and let the substance go. 


The following quotation is from Observer’s 
column on the first page of the May 25 issue of 
London’s Horse and Hound: 


Several French breeders have made great 
sacrifices in order to keep the French Stud 
Book pure. Thus M. Antoine May supported 
the ruling to exclude from the Stud Book all 
animals born in Germany in 1944 and 1945, 
or born in France in 1946 from a covering in 
Germany in 1945, in spite of the fact that 
this meant excluding a good foal of his own 
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by Pharis from a classic-winning mare. 


This ruling which has_ been officially 
adopted by the Ministry of Agriculture, 
which controls the French Stud Book, was 
made necessary by the fact that the German 
records, apparently exact up to 1944, became 
chaotic later. All the relevant documents 
were loaded on a lorry in 1945 for conveyance 
to a safe place near Munich. The convoy re- 
ceived the attention of one of the Allied Air 
Forces and the records were burnt. Thus the 
foaling certificates for 1944 and 1945 and the 
covering certificates for 1945 were lost. 


It seems that those, like M. Henri Coulon, 
who have disagreed with this decision are in 
the minority. Anyhow, the rule is in force, 
these animals are precluded from running in 
France, and reciprocal action from Great 
Britain and the United States has been asked 
for. 


This is another impressive ritual of sacrifice 
to the Great God Purity. Now the stud book au- 
thorities of the world are being asked to slip on 
their G-strings, paint their bodies, and join in 
the dance. It will be an impressive affair, cadenced 
at first to the stately strains of Purity Must Be 
Preserved and working up to an exotic crescendo 
on the cash register. 


In the first place, there is something singularly 
unconvincing about this sudden lapse of German 
record keeping into chaos. There is more than 
a hint that some of this chaos was the work of 
the English armies, which either destroyed the 
records or put them in a place where Americans 
could not lay eyes on them. The records which 
the Americans did find were reported to be in 
very good order. 

If we are going to be asked to believe that Ger- 
man records of breeding and registry were cha- 
otic, we are entitled to have the evidence laid 
out in detail. Thus far the only public statements 
on this question have been a few predigested con- 
clusions, such as the one above. We are not at

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liberty to accept such conclusions until we have 
been able to examine the evidence leading up to 
them. 

In the second place, there is a wisp of insanity 
about a system which insists that ritualized reg- 
istry (erroneously called purity) is more import- 
ant than hundreds of magnificent horses bred 
from the best parentage in continental Europe. 
Even if pedigrees had to be omitted entirely, the 
horses would be worth saving for racing and 
breeding. But there would be very few cases 
where the parentage could not be established with 
reasonable certainty—and reasonable certainty 
is about the best we ever have. 

Our compliments to M. May for his religious 
fervor in being willing to sacrifice upon the altar 
of purity a foal by an unbeaten classic winner 
and proved sire out of a classic-winning mare. 
Our compliments to those men of the future who 
will know better than to do such things in the 
name of purity. Our compliments to M. Coulon, 
who apparently knows better now. 


Lord Dunsany had a little yarn about the King 
who called in the Master Prophet and put him 
on the spot by inquiring, “Who are the true 
gods?” The Master Prophet got off the spot very 
neatly. “Let the King command,” he said. 

It is the same way with purity; the conquerors 
define it. If they insist upon defining it in such 
outmoded fashion as they are now in train to do, 
the word will become a joke faster than we had 
anticipated. 


The Germans, regardless of whatever else may 
be said of them, excelled in horse breeding—and 
in keeping the records of horses and profiting by 
the knowledge gained from those records. They 
conquered most of Europe and appropriated its 
best Thoroughbreds. The Allies conquered Ger- 
many, and now, by contrast, they propose to pour 
Germany’s best Thoroughbreds down the drain. 
Not because there is anything wrong with the 
horses. Simply because somebody has either de- 
stroyed or concealed the records and thereby ren- 
dered the horses “impure.” Or possibly for a 
reason not even as good as that, since the full 
truth about the records does not appear to have 
been revealed. 


It is time for that international conference of 
stud book authorities, if we are ever going to have 
one. It is time to consider ways and means of 
bringing up to the twentieth century the proced- 
ures having to do with the identification and rec- 
ognition of the race horse. 

Insofar as the Thoroughbred is concerned this 
is now one world. It is no longer proper to adjust 
registration requirements to the standards of one 
nation. It is no longer pertinent to talk of purity 
when purity means a dozen different things in a 
dozen countries and doesn’t mean much anywhere.

SIDELIGHTS, by Joe H. Palmer 


Horses Mahmoud, 
Jockeys Raines 


Three at Each End 


EFORE Donald Ross’ Brandywine Stable ship- 

ped down from New York to Delaware Park, 
Trainer Virgil (Buddy) Raines was joking about 
having “one horse and two jocks.” Actually, 
though Brandywine Stable is not a big outfit, it 
has considerably more than one horse, but there 
still wasn’t any need for two jockeys. These 
were Charley Givens, back from the war, and 20- 
year-old Paul Miller, a “two-bug” boy from West 
Philadelphia. The latter had learned most of 
what he knew from Buddy Raines, who learned 
to walk before he came around the racé tracks, 
but wasted no time thereafter, and is therefore 
something of a veteran though it will be several 
years before he sees forty. A former jockey, he 
has done a good job with the Ross Stable for sev- 
eral years, and if every outfit worked as well on 
the principle of “all for one and one for all,” rac- 
ing would be a whole lot nicer. 

Home ground for Brandywine is a trainer’s 
cottage and stable on the same tract that holds 
Delaware Park—if you didn’t know, you’d just 
assume it was part of the track. Exhibit A in 
the cottage, in this tourist’s opinion, is the room 
for the stable jockey. Everything in it is just 
a little smaller than normal, and when I say 
everything, I mean everything, even, with a blush, 
in the bathroom. This is a fascinating whimsy, 
and from it you may deduce that the stable is run 
for sport rather than utility. 

Buddy, whose prize possession is a Palomino 
pony that can drink Coca-Cola from the bottle, 
is one of a good many racetrackers who really 
likes hroses. Head of the outfit is a gelding 
named Pompion, addressed in the stable as “Pap- 
py.” Years ago he was a first-flight racer; now, 
being eight years old and having a hip knocked 
down, he isn’t within 20 pounds of his earlier 
form. No matter; he wins a race now and then, 
and the stable wouldn’t trade him for Armed, 
though the decision would hurt. 

Well anyway, to get back to a subject nearly 
abandoned, before the shipment to Delaware, 
Brandywine sold the contract on Paul Miller to 
the C. V. Whitney stable. Last Saturday Buddy 
Raines could congratulate himself on his jockeys. 
Miller rode a triple at Belmont Park, including 
Blue Falcon and First Flight for Whitney, and 
Givens rode a triple at Delaware, including We- 
jack for Brandywine. 


The Whitney Double 


AST season the C. V. Whitney stable was 
quite successful in New York, under the guid- 
ance of Lydell Ruff. But Ruff, who journeyed to 
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California last winter with the main string, stayed 
there to work on the Hollywood Park situation 
in the summer, and the Eastern string, consist- 
ing mostly of 2-year-olds and older horses that 
had got in trouble in training, was turned over 
to Sylvester Veitch, who had formerly been em- 
ployed on the farm at Lexington. There seems to 
have been no drop in efficiency in the East. What 
Mr. Ruff has been doing in California this ob- 
server wouldn’t know, not being curious about 
the far corners of the earth. 

During the training hours at Belmont Saturday, 
Mr. Veitch remarked that he expected to win with 
Blue Falcon. This bystander listened with ani- 
mation but not much faith. But in the first race 
at Belmont here came Blue Falcon, driven ener- 
getically by the aforesaid Paul Miller. Blue Fal- 
con has always been a sort of favorite bad boy 
in this corner, as regarded over a fence. When 
he made his first start last year he lunged out of 
the stall where he was being saddled and scat- 
tered onlookers with admirable thoroughness. On 
the way to the walking ring he got his foot 
through the reins and wrestled a groom to his 
knees, and when Ted Atkinson got up on him, he 
was deposited with ease and celerity into the mid- 
dle of the tanbark path. It was evidently Blue 
Falcon’s intention to run off through the enclos- 
ure and trample a few horseplayers, but this 
maneuver was defeated when Atkinson held on to 
the reins. On the way to the post Blue Falcon 
broke away from the outrider and ran off a piece. 
It was a splendid performance with one exception; 
in the race itself he neglected to run at all. 


Without being a perfectionist’s dream of con- 
formation, Blue Falcon is a horse that would make 
you look twice, a wiry, light-grey colt with a 
head that looks more intelligent than it evidently 
is. He is by *Mahmoud, and his dam is the pro- 
phetically named Top Flight, whose record for 
earnings by a filly held up until Busher got to 
work on it last year. This was his second win, 
and though Blue Falcon may never be a really 
good horse it was nice to see him spend some of 
his energy in racing. He did not seem to relish 
the punishment Miller gave him, but he never 
looked like losing. At 8 to 1, too. This tourist 
will listen more attentively to Mr. Veitch another 
time. 

There were no such doubts about First Flight, 
which cleaned up the best filly field of the year 
in the Astoria. This was having its first run- 
ning down the Widener chute, the first week of 
the Aqueduct meeting being mercifully held at 
Belmont. She is a big, strong, heavy-quartered 
filly, and when she was set down for the last 
quarter-mile she burned up her field and came 
out by three lengths. 


A Sure-Fire Way to Lose 


IRST FLIGHT has been beaten once in three 

starts, the defeat coming in the Juvenile 
Stakes behind Eternal Bull. Whether she could 
beat him on even terms this onlooker wouldn’t 
know. But she was drawn in the Number 2 post 
position on the Widener chute, which is just about 
the same as giving 20 pounds to the outside 
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horses. As the race was run, the horses immedi- 
ately outside her had the speed to keep up for a 
quarter-mile, and she could not get out. This de- 
stroyed any chance she had, because by the time 
she did get into the same sort of going the win- 
ner had, he couldn’t be caught. 


A newcomer might think this could be correct- 
ed, but this is the fruit of experience. The inside 
of the Widener course has been deep for years, 
and anything that happens at Belmont for years 
becomes a tradition and consequently sacred. A 
couple of harrows diligently exercised on the out- 
side would break this up, but that would be ir- 
religious. Any jockey who wants to throw a race 
down the chute can just go to the inside and drive 
like hell; if he wins, Man o’ War is the second- 
greatest horse of the century. 

First Flight, anyway, didn’t get an entirely 
fair shake of the dice in the Juvenile. You can’t 
take it away from Eternal War, which is a very 
fast colt, but the filly will have to be given an- 
other chance against him. At least, she’s tops of 
the fillies so far. 


She has a most individual marking—a star 
which is shaped like a six-sided shield, with the 
projection at the bottom a little longer. For about 
a half-inch all around the edge, it is shaded by 
the intermixture of bay hairs with the white. 
Otherwise there’s no white on her. 

The impression here is that it was a brilliant 
field of fillies that she beat in the Astoria. Alfred 
Vanderbilt put it well enough in the paddock, 
“How would you like to take this bunch of fillies 
and go to breeding horses?” From which one may 
suppose (without incriminating Mr. Vanderbilt), 
that he subscribes to THE BLOoopD-HORSE con- 
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tention that good race mares make good brood- 
mares. 

The Carter Handicap was a secondary attrac- 
tion, but it was as tight as the stakes values of 
Aqueduct’s first week. This bystander had the 
photograph down and examined it. Flood Town 
couldn’t have won by more than three inches, and 
Black Swan was a short head back in third place. 
Mr. Campbell, who made a triple-dead heat of 
the race in 1944, could take almost as deep a bow 
this year.

Gold Cup Nominations 


A record number of 74 entries have been re- 
ceived for the $100,000-added Hollywood Gold 
Cup to be run at Hollywood Park at 14 miles 
on July 27, the track has announced. Included 
are 18 3-year-olds and 56 older horses, among 
them winners of stakes races in the U. S., Ar- 
gentina, Chile, Panama, and Ireland. 

Seven fillies and mares have been named, in- 
cluding Busher, Be Faithful, and Honeymoon, 
from the Louis B. Mayer stable. The Maine 
Chance Farm has nominated Knockdown, the 
Santa Anita Derby winner, and Colony Boy and 
Perfect Bahram, but not Lord Boswell. War 
Knight, the Santa Anita Handicap winner, was 
nominated, but he is reported to be not yet in 
training. 

Happy Issue, which won the event in 1944, has 
been named, as have Historian, the Woolford 
Farm’s veteran, and Sirde and Snow Boots, from 
the stable of Mrs. Ada L. Rice. Assault, the 
Triple Crown winner, and Armed, the leading 
handicap horse of the year, were not listed. 


The River Downs race track, which lies along the Ohio River at Cincinnati, sent to California for 
its judicial talent this year. In the stewards’ stand are E. E. (TED) WILLIAMS, left, and BARRY

Short Body 
For Staying 


Skeletal Proportion and Stamina 


AST week there came a letter from C. W. An- 
derson, the noted illustrator, artist, and au- 
thor, written from his home in Mason, N. H.: 


Dear Mr. Estes: 

Your May 18th issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
reached me on Belmont day and the picture 
on the cover, of Bold Venture, showing him 
as a long-bodied, short-legged, sprinter type 
was particularly interesting in view of the 
discussion among horsemen as to Assault’s 
stamina. 

The length of the body from breast to but- 
tock as compared to the height at the withers 
is the first measurement I make in drawing 
a horse, and I have never yet found a stayer 
that was longer than his height. Many 
sprinters run to this proportion and your pic- 
ture of Bold Venture was so decidedly of this 
type (in fact, more so than any picture I 
have ever seen) that I began to check back 
for other pictures of him. I recalled him as 
being a trifle on the leg, if anything, and 
several photographs of him bear this out. 
The picture of him in the 1936 volume of 
American Race Horses shows him a trifle 
taller than his length. Yet your photograph 
of him taken a year later shows him half a 
foot longer than his height. As in both pic- 
tures he is standing broadside to the camera, 
so there is little chance of distortion, I am at 
a loss to account for this tremendous vari- 
ation in conformation, particularly since his 
races in the Derby and Preakness seemed to 
show him to be a stayer. If your picture of 
him is a true one, and he can be ranked as a 
true stayer, he is the only one from Bend Or 
down that I have found with those measure- 
ments.

It is my impression that Bold Venture was def- 
initely long-bodied in proportion to his height and 
that the photograph I took in 1937 offered a rea- 
sonably accurate report of his skeletal proportion. 
It has to be admitted, however, that the camera 
is a very facile prevaricator in such matters, and 
one should not be too positive in accepting its tes- 
timony. 

The picture of Bold Venture in the 1936 volume 
of American Race Horses, I believe, definitely dis- 
torts the proportions of Bold Venture. The cam- 


era was held at a point well forward along the 
body, apparently just about opposite the point 
of the shoulder. Further, the two legs next the 
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camera are shown nearer together than the two. 
off legs, in contrast with the orthodox position. 
for posing a race horse for a conformation shot. 
In the generally accepted pose the two off legs. 
are seen between the two near legs, and a de- 
parture from this arrangement makes it difficult 
to compare height and length. 

For a good many years I have been checking 
the photographs of race horses for this height- 
length ratio, and early in the business I came 
up with the same generalization which Mr. An- 
derson has set forth, though there were several 
exceptions which came to my attention, most no- 
tably, I believe, in the case of *Phar Lap. The 
pictures of this noted stayer appeared to indi- 
cate that he was definitely longer than tall. But 
I do not recall any noted sprinter, or sire of 
sprinters, which was not definitely long-bodied in 
proportion to his height. 

The Quarter Horses which are so popular in 
the Southwest carry on the same pattern. As 
compared with Thoroughbreds, even the sprinters. 
among Thoroughbreds, they are long-bodied and 
short-legged to a marked degree. 

In using pictures to determine these proportions: 
one must be careful, of course, to choose photo- 
graphs taken uniformly, that is, with the cam- 
era held at about the same relative height, oppo- 
site the same point along the horse’s body, and 
at about the same distance from each subject. It 
is best to have the horse poised broadside, with 
the two off feet showing between the two near 
feet. 

In order to determine the proportion, I usually 
take a straight edge and lay it along the bottom 
of the picture so that the two near feet appear 
to be resting on it, then I measure off with pin- 
point calipers the distance from the straight edge 
to the crest of the withers. This measurement is. 
then applied to the body length by placing one 
point of the calipers at the angle where the neck 
joins the breast and extending the other point. 
toward the rear end of the horse. If the second 
point extends beyond a perpendicular line drop- 
ped from the point of the buttocks, the horse is. 
“taller than long,” a type which is associated, at 
least in the mind of Mr. Anderson and Mr. Estes, 
with staying ability. If the horizontal axis thus. 
determined is definitely longer than the vertical, 
the odds are very long that the horse can sprint. 
better than stay. 


In general, one will find that the best horses, 
whether in America or in countries where there 
is more of a premium on staying ability, are 
approximately equal in the horizontal and ver- 
tical axes. Once in a long while a great horse 
appears which is decidedly taller than long—St. 
Simon and *Bahram are notable examples. It 
is my impression, gained from casual observa- 
tion in the paddock, that Knockdown is a horse 
of this type, and since he has already demon- 
strated that he has high speed I have a suspicion 
that he is potentially a high-class stayer. Assault, 
which Mr. Anderson mentions, seems far more 
like his maternal grandsire, Equipoise, than like 
his sire. 

There are, of course, a great many things 
necessary to bring about a combination of speed 
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lvory Tower and

— that the heat is more temperate and we 
can talk to one another about this Jersey Act 
business without getting hot under the collar or 
red in the face, we would like to suggest that the 
gentlemen of the Thoroughbred Club of America 
and other interested parties do a little earnest 
delving into the rules and regulations of all coun- 
tries, including their own, in order to ascertain 
how they conflict one with the other, and what 
problems these same rules and regulations nat- 
urally cause. 

We have always contended that, being obsessed 
as they are and suffering from what they term the 
gross discriminations brought about by the so- 
called Jersey Act, the gentlemen of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America, and the other parties con- 
cerned, are living in a sort of ivory tower and re- 
main blissfully unaware of what is going on in 
the rest of the world. 

For instance, no doubt the gentlemen of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America will be surprised 
to learn that there is on the part of many Cana- 
dian breeders a growing resentment against the 
custodians of the American Stud Book, to wit, 
The Jockey Club. As time proceeds this resent- 
ment will become more manifest for reasons that 
will be detailed later in this article. 

On this account we are citing what we call a 
“case.” It is one of many such cases that passes 
through our hands as secretary of a Thorough- 
bred horse breeders’ society. For sheer unfair- 
ness we are of the opinion that nothing the Jersey 
Act could produce can match it. 


and stamina in a race horse. It would be amaz- 
ing if any one of them could always be depended 
upon to reveal staying ability. Perhaps we 
should file the matter of height-length proportion 
in the drawer with all the other things that need 
to be studied further. 


It Doesn't Mean Much

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


We have mailed the evidence in the case to the 
editor of THE BLoop-HorsE simply for verifica- 
tion and informative purposes. Exhibit A in the 
case consists of Canadian registration certificate 
Number 5684 issued by Canadian National Live 
Stock Records on account of an animal named 
Clare Scarlet, female, born June 17, 1944, she 
by Searlet Runner (Black Marquis—Bachelors 
Balm) out of Lady Clare (Hinkle—Pam Law- 
rence). 

Exhibit B consists of a letter from The Jockey 
Club, 250 Park Avenue, New York, signed by Mr. 
H. Vosburgh under date April 30, 1946, which 
says: 


Replying to your letter of April 24th, we 
regret that the filly you call Clare Scarlet, is 
not eligible for registration in the American 
Stud Book. Her dam, Lady Clare, has never 
been registered, and is not now eligible for 
registration as she is over seven years old. 


Exhibit A establishes that the filly Clare Scar- 
let is a Thoroughbred duly registered in the stud 
book of her own country. Exhibit B establishes 
the fact that she is ineligible for admittance to 
the American Stud Book. How, then, does this 
affect the destiny of Clare Scarlet? 


The plain blunt fact is that this Clare ‘Scarlet 
has been relegated to the status of a cold-blood. 
In the Thoroughbred sense her value is absolutely 
nil, 


She has no prospects of embarking upon a rac- 
ing career because, although a duly registered 
Canadian Thoroughbred, she is not qualified to 
race upon any recognized American or Canadian 
race track, even, in her own land in those events 
confined to Canadian-bred foals only. 


Clare Scarlet also has no future prospects as 
a broodmare because she is ineligible for Jockey 
Club registration, and the same of course would 
also apply to any foals she might have in the fu- 
ture. This means to say that this filly has no 
racing or breeding prospects anywhere on the 
North American continent because of her ineli- 
gibility for Jockey Club registration. 


Canadian Authorities Have Decreed 


HIS interesting situation comes about mainly 

because Canadian racing authorities have de- 
creed that in order to be qualified to race all Cana- 
dian foals must be registered both with Canadian 
National Live Stock Records, Ottawa, AND The 
Jockey Club, New York. Thus, if a foal is ineli- 
gible for Jockey Club registration the Canadian 
breeder is distinctly out of luck. 

So far as British Columbia and the Canadian 
middle west is concerned the rule governing the 
requirement of double registration came into ef- 
fect only during the past two or three years. Prior 
to that time a horse could race in western Canada 
on one registration certificate alone, and whether 
that was the Canadian or American certificate 
was immaterial. 

However, in eastern Canada the double regis- 
tration requirement has been in effect for many 
years, and in the interests of racing, breeding, 
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and uniformity generally the west has latterly 
fallen in line with the east. 

From this it should be evident that for many 
cogent reasons the breeding and racing authori- 
ties of Canada recognize the American Stud Book 
in its entirety. However, there is not and never 
has been any reciprocity in the matter. Further- 
more a American Thoroughbred can come into 
Canada and race on its American certificate alone, 
whereas a Canadian Thoroughbred cannot race 
anywhere in the United States unless it has been 
registered with The Jockey Club. 

It is this lack of reciprocity on the part of 
American racing and breeding interests that 
makes a double registration necessary for Cana- 
dian owners. 

As we explained before, the double registra- 
tion rule came into effect during the past few 
years in western Canada. Up to that time west- 
ern Canadian breeders who had no ambitions to 
race their horses outside of the Dominion would 
only register their stock in the Canadian Stud 
Book and that was sufficient for their purpose. 

But when the double registration rule came into 
effect that was no longer enough—Jockey Club 
registration in addition became imperative. This 
found several Canadian breeders holding the bag. 
All of a sudden they discovered that for many 
reasons, chiefly through Jockey Club rules 16a, 
16b, and 65, that their horses were outlawed so 
far as Jockey Club registration was concerned, 
and apparently nothing can be done about it. 
These horses are no better than cold-bloods and 
their number is increasing. 

This because when double registration came 
into effect in western Canada those horses which 
had already started and which could not, for va- 
rious reasons, be registered with The Jockey Club, 
were allowed to race out their career. The result 
is that there are now quite a number of mares 
of this sort racing in western Canada which are 
hovering round the 6- and 7-year-old mark in age. 

When these mares are retired from racing they 
will have no future in the breeding paddocks be- 
cause they are ineligible for Jockey Club registra- 
tion under one or the other of the rules above 
mentioned. As the owners of the mares in ques- 
tion discover this sad fact there is a natural re- 
sentment and they wonder why it is necessary 
for them to register their horses in a foreign 
country in order to be qualified to race in their 
own country. 

Add these new malcontents to the old and al- 


ready affected malcontents and it will be realized ° 


that there are quite a number of Canadian breed- 
ers holding a grudge against The Jockey Club and 
the American Stud Book. 


An Element of Truth 


' can be said, of course, that this is a matter 
more for the Canadian racing authorities rath- 
er than for The Jockey Club, and there is a cer- 
tain element of truth to that. However, the fact 
remains that, at the expense of their own stud 
book, the Canadian racing authorities look upon 
The Jockey Club as the supreme authority and, 
for the nonce at least, that is all there is to it. 
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However, for the benefit of those American 
breeders who consider they are hard done by 
through the Jersey Act, we would like to make 
this observation. 

If the filly Clare Scarlet and other animals in 
the same category were taken to England they 
would be permitted to race, irrespective of wheth- 
er they were eligible for General Stud Book regis- 
tration or not. And whether eligible for G. S. B. 
registration or not they could be bred and their 
foals could race. 

But on this side of the Atlantic, and even when 
registered in the stud book of their own country, 
these animals are not permitted to race because 
they are ineligible for registration with The 
Jockey Club, New York. As the saying goes, “it 
would be hard to find the beat of it.” 

In conclusion we would like to make the obser- 
vation that concerning the Jersey Act the Amer- 
ican breeding fraternity really has no kick. They 
have, however, a decided kick when they find their 
horses tabulated in certain British works as 
“half-breeds,” and that really is an insult. 

Perhaps, given time, the custodians of the Gen- 
eral Stud Book may consider a special supple- 
ment that would include the ineligibles—both 
British and American—and thus remove the stig- 
ma “half-bred,” which, we think, hurts the pride 
of American breeders more than the workings of 
the “Act” itself. 


Epitor’s Note: As we understand Mr. Kelk’s 
report, Canadian breeders are angry at The 
Jockey Club because a Canadian rule prevents 
certain Canadian-registered horses from racing 
in Canada. If the rule were changed the horses 
could race. Do other Canadian readers hold The 
Jockey Club to be at fault in this matter? 

Mr. Kelk maintains that it is wrong for The 
Jockey Club of New York to refuse registration 
to an animal whose parents were not registered 
in keeping with its announced rules. Does he at 
the same time maintain that it is right for the 
English authorities to refuse registration to an 
animal one of whose great-great-great-great- 
great-great -great-great-great-great-great-great- 
great-great-great-great-great-great-great-grand- 
parents was not registered in keeping with a rule 
which did not exist until two hundred years later?

Jersey Race 
1946 Model 


EW JERSEY, where racing once flourished 

in the reputed fashion of the green bay tree, 
until the tree was blighted and had to be cut 
down, is burgeoning again with race tracks. Gar- 
den State Park, just outside Philadelphia and 
Camden, got itself going just in time to beat the 
necessary restrictions of war time and is now 
among the most successful tracks in America. 
Two other courses, Monmouth Park at Oceanport 
and another at Atlantic City, had to wait until 
the war was over, but no grass has grown under 
their feet since then. 

When Garden State Park was built the nation’s 
war machine needed all the steel and concrete 
it could get. As a result the Camden track was 
built of wood. Now that the war is over and the 
nation is up against a critical housing shortage, 
the Monmouth Park and Atlantic City courses 
are being constructed virtually without wood. At 
Atlantic City the stables are of cinder block, 
with metal and asbestos roofs, and if a horse 
kicks into the side of his stall—well, he will just 
have to learn that you don’t kick into the side 
of a stall like that. The stands are of steel and 
concrete and cinder block. Even the rail around 
the track is of steel. 

The writer had planned to pay his respects 
to Monmouth Park and Atlantic City a few days 
ago. But the delay in construction at the former 
course, and the consequent cancellation of its 
plans for an open house for the press left me, as 
it turned out, without a place for Monmouth Park 
on my schedule. But I had a pleasant morning at 
the Atlantic City course, which is to have its 
inaugural meeting July 22 to August 17 (24 days) 
and follow up with a second meeting September 
16 to October 5 (14 days). 

The Atlantic City Racing Association was go- 
ing to have to hustle to get its wet-paint signs 
down by July 22, but its prospects were good. 
The concrete stands were up, with a lot of the 
superstructure yet to be finished. One of the 
cantilevers which will support the roof was in 
place. ‘The concrete floors were there but the 
walls and roofs were yet to come. There was 
stabling ready for something over seven hundred 
horses, but grading and road-making in the stable 
area were still waiting. The paddock was only 
a place on the architect’s drawing. The track 
had been laid, and there were three lakes in 
the infield. The parking areas were waiting for 
their coats of blacktop. But things were going 
along. 

Two. principal highways angle across lower New 
Jersey. from. Atlantic City to Philadelphia, the 
Black Horse Pike and the White Horse. Pike,

which are roughly parallel if you do not insist 
upon being too precise about the use of the word. 
The track is being built about 14 miles from At- 
lantic City between the two roads, and on land 
touching the Black Horse Pike, which is south 
and west of the White Horse Pike. This leaves 
the track about forty miles from Philadelphia. 
The nearest railway stop is about two miles from 
the track; a spur probably will be built later. 

The stands, running about three furlongs along 
the front stretch, will seat about 12,500 persons. 
The attendance will have to pass 35,000 before 
things begin to be uncomfortably crowded. As at 
all the tracks whose plans have been drawn by 
John Sloan, of New York, there is a strong em- 
phasis on easy visibility. There is a sharp slope 
to the ample standing room between the stands 
and the track. The parking lots will handle 
about 12,000 cars. 

Architect Sloan, who some years ago advanced 
the theory that the best size for an American 
race track was 13/16 of a mile, in this case has 
laid out a 11%-mile course, with a one-mile turf

In the seven-furlong Sequoia Handicap of May 
25 Louis B. Mayer’s Honeymoon, making her first 
start in almost three months, beat a field of her 
elders, including Canina and Happy Issue, while 
giving away from two to 19 pounds. This seemed 
to make her a powerful candidate for the first 
running of the Hollywood Oaks, and she justified 
her 2-to-5 favoritism by taking the filly event by 
3% lengths, without being extended. 

As was expected, C. V. Whitney’s Enfilade, 
which had been a very good second to Burra Sa- 
hib in the Will Rogers Handicap at seven furlongs 
on June 1, set a fast pace from the beginning, 
and at the half was four lengths on top. But 
Jockey Jack Westrope on Honeymoon was undis- 
turbed by Enfilade’s lead, let his mount run in 
third position to the far turn, sent her around 
the Whitney filly near the head of the stretch, and 
let her coast home. Enfilade had nothing left 
after Honeymoon passed her, dropped back to 
last. Aptos Honey, which had stumbled at the 
start, came fast after she gained her stride, was 
second, 3% lengths behind the Mayer filly. Good 
Excuse, ably ridden by Nick Wall, saved ground 
but hung in the stretch. 


In the preceding event on the program, West- 
rope had scored with Widow’s Peak, another 3- 
year-old filly owned by Mayer. 

Honeymoon’s record now stands at 11 starts, 
six firsts, two seconds, and two thirds, and she has 
earned $100,920, making her the first Mayer-bred 
to pass the $100,000-mark. For her pedigree and

Dorsett by a nose for first, and that the latter was 
just a nose ahead of Black Swan. 

Flood Town’s nose figured prominently through- 
out.

Inventors Simplify 
The Horse Business 


Fires and Horses Cooled Automatically 


RANCHO SANTA FE, CALIF., May 31 


HAVE often wondered why automatic overhead 

sprinklers, such as are seen in many stores, are 
not put in stalls, feed rooms and living quarters 
at the tracks and farms. 


But a friend, who is not a horseman, has out- 
moded that suggestion. His idea sounds like a 
Rube Goldberg invention, but it is passed along 
just in case there might be a bit of sense in it. 
He suggested that stalls be built in a single line 
(instead of adjoining back to back) and that each 
one have an emergency exit in the rear. In case 
of fire, all these doors could be thrown open by a 
master switch, and at the same time, a bell, like 
the one used on starting gates, would sound, and 
overhead sprinklers would go on automatically. 
Theoretically at least, the horses would charge 
out at the same rate they have been trained to do 
when the starting gate opens. If they were in- 
clined to linger, they would probably change their 
minds when cold water came rushing on them 
from above. The water would soon put the fire 
out, and all that would be left to do would be to 
catch the horses! 


Another invention for horsemen has been put 
into actual use. During the winter, several 
stables of Standardbreds were quartered at the 
Del Mar track. One trainer had trouble getting 
help, so he invented a gadget for cooling out 
horses after workouts. He got about a two horse- 
power (no pun intended) electric motor, and at- 
tached to it two twenty-foot arms. He tied a 
horse to each end, set the motor going at a slow 
rate, and sat down and relaxed while the two 
horses went around a circle of about forty feet 
in circumference. And, best of all, he, doesn’t 
have to pay the machine a bonus when the horses 
win!

Los ANGELES, June 8 


T a meeting of the California Horse Racing 

Board in the State Building in Los Angeles 
on June 7, tentative racing dates for the 1947 
season were awarded all tracks in the major Cali- 
fornia circuit. Most important change was the 
reduction of Santa Anita’s established season 
from 55 days to 50 days. The meeting will run 
from next December 28 to the following March 8. 
No dates were definitely assigned the other tracks 
but the number of days granted each are: Holly- 
wood Park, 50; Bay Meadows, 40; Tanforan, 40; 
and Del Mar, 35. Five days each at Santa Anita 
and Hollywood, three at Del Mar and Bay 
Meadows, and two at Tanforan, will be for char- 
ity. California fair circuit dates will be as- 
signed later.

ordinance just passed calls for a minimum of 
75,000 square feet of space for any horse kept in 
a residential district and 5,000 more for each ad- 
ditional horse up to a limit of six. An average 
city block covers about 90,000 square feet. That’s 
enough land for a half-dozen of the average 
sized “ranches” in Southern California. 


Uleta, by Jamestown, one of the 2-year-old fil- 
lies shipped by air from New York last week, 
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started in a race on June 5 and ruined a good 
story by finishing up the track. 


Honeymoon’s hollow triumph in the first run- 
ning of the Hollywood Oaks was just about as 
convincing as everyone expected.

Always 
sluggish in the early running of any race, this 
miss never fails to uncork a stretch charge to 
stand your hair on end. The daughter of Holly- 
rood—Royal Kate joined the ranks of stakes win- 
ners with a score in the $10,000 Salinas Handicap 
at Bay Meadows last fall. To make one like her 
even better is the knowledge that for months she 
has been racing with a pair of large and very 
green “pineapples” on her front ankles. 


Lydell Ruff Going Native?

land, makes a point now and then of calling on 
horsemen from Kentucky and back yonder to see 
if the climate out here agrees with them and if 
they are being well treated or whatever. Hard- 
boots will cringe to hear about Lydell T. Ruff, 
trainer for C. V. Whitney, who volunteers the 
astonishing information that he likes it out here. 
Likes it so well, in fact, that he’s become a prop- 
erty owner and plans to spend much time in this 
neck of the woods. It’s a sad thing to watch a 
loyal son of the dark and bloody ground vainly 
attempt to resist the charms of this thoroughly 
charming country, especially when he knows all 
the time that he’s fighting a losing battle. 

Ruff has had to let up on Jeep for the summer. 
That small and game son of *Mahmoud rapped 
a front leg so severely that it seems useless to 
make any definite plans for him at all soon. The 
Whitney forces would seem to have a potent hand 
in sprint and middle distance affairs with Burra 
Sahib, Enfilade, and Monsoon. The former seems 
to improve with each start while the black Boo- 
jum mare is tough in her division up to seven 
furlongs. Two-year-olds of promise include Grey 
Skies, by *Mahmoud—Anything Goes, which 
broke his maiden at Santa Anita; Indian Idol, 
by *Mahmoud—Panders, three times second at 
that same track, never by a margin greater than 
a head, and already a galloping Hollywood win- 
ner. Another which should bear watching is 
Quicklime, by *Mahmoud—Lima. 


A fine old lady I know, an 82-year-old grand- 
mother, has been taking a deal of interest in rac- 
ing since the debuts of her daughter and grand- 
daughter as horse owners. Not content with an 
inactive role she assumed the task of keeping the 
two stables in racing silks. On her own she cut 
a pattern and completed the first set of colors, do- 
ing a beautiful and painstaking job of needle- 
work. ‘Then a problem reared its ugly head. 
Called on to do a rush act on the second set and 
having visited the stable and seen both horses, 
she found to her despair that she just didn’t have 
enough’ matérial. The second horse was so much 
bigger than the one she had sewed for originally! 
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Three pretty and irregularly shaped lakes have 
always adorned the Hollywood Park infield. Some 
genius of the past dubbed them the Straight, 
Place, and Show Pools. While I was off dying 
for my country a broad, low waterfall was added 
to the Show Pool and a fourth lake dug so the 
waterfall would make sense.

Early 2-Year-Olds 
Not Outstanding 


But Just a Comparative Few Have Raced 


LONDON, May 26 

HE cold, dry winds have gone, but so, in many 

parts of the country, has the sun. We are hav- 
ing a spell of cool, damp weather, hardly calcu- 
lated to bring the horses along. They are looking 
hard and fit, but they need sun on their backs. 
This applies particularly to the 2-year-olds. I 
cannot write that I have seen any outstanding 
juveniles, at any rate on the racecourse, but there 
are plenty about that show promise on the train- 
ing grounds. I saw the 2-year-old brother to 
Dante, for example, the other day; he looked beau- 
tiful in his box—but the good ones are still mostly 
in reserve for Ascot and the Newmarket and 
Goodwood summer meetings. 

Of those that have won, it is natural that the 
best of them seem to be either of the Phalaris or 
the Gainsborough persuasion. Yet I think I am 
correct in writing that neither Hyperion nor Fair- 
way had produced a 2-year-old winner up to May 
21. Fair Trial (by Fairway) has had one good 
one, called Greek Justice, but he is a gelding. 
Before I go any further, readers might be inter- 
ested to know how some of our better-known sires 
are faring—not necessarily as regards getting 
2-year-old winners, but winners generally. This 
is a list of sires with five winners and over, to 
May 21; Irish races are not included:

My list is not intended to be a sort of advance 
Free Handicap. Some of the colts and fillies I 
have mentioned may never be heard of again, 
after the fashion of early-winning juveniles. It 
may, however, be regarded as a fair cross-section 
of juvenile talent as we have seen it thus far. 
The big chaps, as I have already pointed out, will 


mostly come out at Ascot, and after that. 


Ascot’s first meeting, which will be the Royal 
meeting, will be held June 18-21. There are to be 
other meetings, at one of which will be held the 
Eclipse Stakes, normally held at Sandown Park. 
We seem to be in for a very heavy summer and 
autumn programme; the idea, I imagine, is that 
the public is starved for racing and it may also 
be that race course executives are anxious to have 
their share of the still plentiful supply of spend- 
ing money available. 

There has been no serious criticism of racing in 
general. It was, in fact, stated in the House of 
Commons the other day, by a Parliamentary sec- 
retary to the Minister of Agriculture, that the 
Minister was not proposing to divert the compara- 
tively small quantity of grain used by Thorough- 
breds, to human consumption. American readers 
may be surprised that such a statement was even 
necessary when they learn that the number of 
coupons issued for horses in training and on the 
farms last month was 8,353. 


Neapolitan and Fast and Fair 


NE or two classic colts and fillies have been 
out and have won since my last message. The 
successes, especially, of Miss Bullock’s Neapolitan 
and of Lord Astor’s Fast and Fair have opened 
up the Derby still further. It seemed a very cut 
and dried affair after Happy Knight had won 
the Guineas so convincingly. However, the Derby 
will have been run by the time this note is in 
print, so I will merely outline brief particulars of 
the “newcomers.” 
I must begin with Neapolitan, who won a 1%- 
mile stakes at York on May 23. Ridden by H. 
Wragg, he won quite comfortably by two lengths

Steady Aim Wins the Oaks 


N the strength of her one race last year, a 

victory in the Gamlingay Stakes, Sir Alfred 
Butt’s Steady Aim was given a high rating in 
the Free Handicap of 1945 2-year-olds in England, 
at 122 pounds, level with Hypericum and eight 
pounds below the top-ranking filly Neolight. In 
the premier classic for 3-year-old fillies, the 11%4- 
mile Oaks, run June 7 at Epsom Downs, making 
her second start of the current season, she scored 
a three-length victory over the 2-to-1 favorite, 
Lord Rosebery’s Iona. Nelia finished third, and 
the King’s Hypericum, winner of the One Thous- 
and Guineas, was fourth. 

Steady Aim, which started at odds of 7 to 1, 
ran with the leaders in the early part of the race 
and at Tattenham Corner, where the field runs 
downhill into the final straight, was lapped on 
Iona, which was making the pace, and Hypericum. 
Under the urging of the veteran Harry Wragg 
she went to the front about a quarter-mile from 
the finish and drew away.

course inside. The track will have no chutes, 
except a slight widening near the head of the 


back stretch for starting six-furlong races. The 


course is laid 15 inches deep with sand and loam, 
the loam being about 35 per cent. It was not 
expected to be especially fast. 

An innovation in the construction of the track 
proper is an extreme banking of the turns. Ac- 
cording to Tom Lyons, comptroller and worrier 
in chief, the rise from the inner rail to the outer 
will be seven feet. This extreme slope posed an 
engineering problem, for the rains in Jersey are 
sometimes on the copious side, and if the water 
were allowed to drain along the surface it would 
very shortly move a lot of soil from the outer to 
the inner portion of the track. To avoid this 
difficulty the 15 inches of sand and loam on the 
turns had been laid above a tile drainage system, 
the tiles radiating from the inner rail like the 
spokes of a wheel. 

Another innovation in the track construction is 
a watering system which cost something like 
$140,000. At intervals of a hundred feet along 
the inner and outer rails of the main course, and 
along the inner margin of the turf course, are 
sprinkling heads. These sprinkers, a little more 
than two hundred of them, all told, will be sup- 
plied with water by two 50-horsepower pumps, 
each delivering 600 gallons of water per minute, 
the water coming from the infield lakes. The 
sprinklers will throw a stream about 55 feet, and 
they will be staggered along the inner and outer 
rails in such a way as to provide a maximum over- 
lap of about ten feet. 

The sprinkling system is to be controlled from 
a club house tower, one of whose other functions 
is to house television equipment, if and when 
coming. It is the expectation of the engineers 
that the pumps will deliver enough pressure to 
turn on the whole system at once, if necessary, 
and if this is done the crowds at Atlantic City 
will see what is, I imagine, the world’s largest 
system of fountains in action. 

However, you never can tell. So the Atlantic 
City Racing Association has bought two new 
sprinkling carts. 


Fireproof Stables 


S a result of a long series of fires in recent 

years there is now an unprecedented demand 
for fireproof construction in race track stables. 
As it turned out, fireproof stables were about the 
only kind Atlantic City could have built, since 
wood must be saved for more essential uses. The 
Atlantic City stables are of cinder block, and 
there will be virtually nothing inflammable about 
them except the bedding, feed, and other stuff 
which will be brought in with the horses. 

There are 16 barns of 60 stalls each—long 
structures with 30 stalls on each side, back to 
back. There is no ceiling above the stalls, but 
only open space between the top of the walls and 
the roof. New Jersey’s winds will see to it that 
there is plenty of ventilation. The total of 960 
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stalls which will be ready for the opening is 
enough to account for about 700 horses. Others 
will be built as soon as possible. 

An encouraging new feature of the back stretch 
community is a dormitory for stable employees. 
I did not learn clearly the plan under which this 
building will be operated, but it holds the possi- 
bility of a big improvement in the life of the man 
who takes care of the horses. 

It is somewhat unfortunate that the exigencies 
of the situation have obliged the management of 
the new tracks in New Jersey to rush through 
their building programs in the midst of post-war 
shortages and confusion. -Their organizations 
were set up, their schedules roughed out, their 
obligations to stockholders and the State under- 
taken, and presumably they saw no alternative 
but to go ahead. But their construction has been 
beset by difficulty in obtaining materials and 
labor, by rising costs (Lyons estimated that labor 
costs were up 200 per cent since last October), and 
by a press which repeatedly points out that race 
tracks are being built when there is a crying need 
for housing. The tracks have been careful to

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avoid the use of scarce material, but have caught 
the devil from the Newark Star-Ledger for having 
used specialized labor. 

Presumably this loss of good will might be 
considered offset by the fact that the State, the 
principal benefactor, will begin to collect its taxes 
earlier. But public criticism rarely bothers to 


consider the position of the State; it is concerned 


only with the behavior of “racing,” and can create 
resentment easily enough. 


Personnel 


NTRIES for the six stakes to be run during 

the first meeting close July 1. Three of these 
have $10,000 added, two have $15,000, and one 
has $25,000. The richest race is the All American 
Handicap, to be run closing day, August 17. It 
is the longest of the six, at a distance of 1%6 
miles, for 3-year-olds and up. Three of the others, 
including the World’s Playground Stakes for 2- 
year-olds, are at six furlongs. 

The capital for the Atlantic City track is most- 
ly from New Jersey and Philadelphia. The presi- 
dent, John B. (Jack) Kelly, one-time sculling 
champion, is a Philadelphia business man with 
various interests. Chairman of the board of di- 
rectors is Fred C. Scholler, who lives in Atlantic 
City and has his business in Philadelphia—a fac- 
tory for making cleaning materials for yarns and 
hosiery. 

Other directors are J. Griffith Boardman, of 
Philadelphia, who has insurance and other busi- 
ness interests; Frank D. Fiore, owner of the 
Penn-Atlantic Hotel in Atlantic City; James E. 
Fraser, active secretary of the track association, 
president of a golf club; Paul F. Harron, a part- 
ner of Jack Kelly in the operation of Station 
WIBG in Philadelphia, also a large operator in 
the field of wired music; Daniel G. Kelly, Phila- 
delphia contractor and owner of a few horses 
trained by Phil Bieber, not related to Jack Kelly; 
Isaac D. Levy, a director of the Columbia Broad- 
easting System and part-owner of WCAU in 
Philadelphia; Glendon E. Robertson, who makes 
hosiery in Philadelphia; and Louis Stein, opera- 
tor of a chain of super-markets, the Food Fairs. 

Fred H. Parks, who has been coming up rapid- 
ly in recent years, is the general manager. Charles 
J. McLennan is the racing secretary, Mort Mahony 
the mutuels manager. The public relations office 
is in the hands of Lou Cunningham, who also holds 
a similar position for Atlantic City and hence is 
a busy young man. 


Tom Lyons, who is sweating out the worrisome 
period leading up to the opening, got into racing 
because he was sandwiched (to use his own ex- 
pression) in between the Schwartz brothers, 
Charles and Morton, in their New York business 
offices, and when they went into racing he just 
naturally got taken along. When Atlantic City 
opens its gates he probably will have a unique 
distinction, as the only man who has gone through 
the managerial grief leading up to the opening of 
three major race courses, the others being Tropi- 


cal Park and Garden State Park.

Stuyvesant Peabody Dies 


Stuyvesant Peabody, 57, died of a paralytic 
stroke at Chicago on June 7. He was presi- 
dent of the Lincoln Fields Jockey Club, Inc., 
at Chicago, a position he had held since the track 
was opened in 1926, and was a vice president and 
director of the American Turf Association, oper- 
ating Lincoln Fields and Churchill Downs. He 
also was president of the Peabody Coal Company. 

When Mr. Peabody became associated with the 
management of Lincoln Fields, he assembled a 
racing stable which raced successfully in the Mid- 
west. Among his horses were Martie Flynn, 
which ran unplaced in the Kentucky Derby of 
1928 but won ten races that season, Flat Iron, 
Mino, T. S. Jordan, and Minervus. He was a 
friend of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz, who named 
the filly Anita Peabody after his wife. For a 
time he operated a breeding farm at Lemont, IIL, 
but retired as an owner and breeder several years 
ago. 

The Chicagoan was a successful rider of hunters 
and jumpers in show rings, and also was an ama- 
teur photographer. The Francis S. Peabody Mem- 
orial Handicap at Lincoln Fields was named for 
his late father. He is survived by his widow and 
two sons, Patrick and Stuyvesant, Jr. 


Garden State Improvements 


A new track drainage system, which is said to 
have three times the capacity of the old one, has 
been installed at Garden State Park, in New Jer- 
sey. A brick track kitchen has been constructed 
for horsemen, and additional stabling facilities 
raise the capacity of the course to 1,150 horses, 
with tack rooms. A new admission system which 
dispenses with tickets has been installed, and fa- 
cilities have been created for the accommodation 
of about 5,000 more spectators. About 500 trees 
have been planted in the stable area and shrub- 
bery has been set out in the infield.

Death of Samuel E. Parmer 


Samuel Ephraim Parmer, 85, one of the old- 
timers of American racing, died at his home at 
Montgomery, Ala., on June 3.

Guaratiba Wins 
The Brazilian Oaks 


She May Start in the Derby 


RIO DE JANEIRO, May 25 

VERY smart doll is Guaratiba. Not that I 

rate her as a brilliant lady, but the fact is she 

is very smart. On Sunday last she put on a fine 

performance to win the Brazilian Oaks, by two 

lengths, after having been the winner of the Bra- 

zilian counterpart to the English One Thousand 

Guineas, a race much more difficult to her than 

the Oaks itself. Here is the result of the import- 
ant event:

Rosa second and Guaratiba third. There was not 
much to report up to the last turn, when Guriri 
faded, her job finished, and so with Malva Rosa, 
whose staying abilities are none. The favorite 
Guaratiba then took the front, entering the stretch 
in that position. Igara II attacked her three fur- 
longs from home and there was a moment the 
crowd was afraid for the favorite, but when E. 
Castillo used his whip twice, Guaratiba abandoned 
her quiet way of moving and finished well to win 
by two lengths with something left. 

The winner is not a brilliant mare. Her way 
of running suggests, however, much stamina, as 
her pedigree would lead one to expect. Bred and 
owned by the Paula Machado family, she ran six 
times, lost in her debut, won the other five, has 
earned up to now 307,000 cruzeiros. Perhaps she 
will be a starter for the Derby, to be raced on 
June 2, for her stable’s colts appear not to be good 
opponents to the favorite Goyo, winner of the Two 
Thousand Guineas. 

Guaratiba’s pedigree was sent in connection 
with her One Thousand Guineas victory, she being 
a daughter of the Solario horse, Maranta, out of 
Vindicta, a producer of several winners, by Sin 
Rumbo out of Ocarina, by the famous North 
American sire Novelty (BLoopD-HorsE of May 11, 
page 1135). 

The second filly in the race, Igara II, a very 
inconsistent one, winning well and losing badly, 
was well regarded by Brazilian Jockey Club’s 
handicapper, Odyr do Couto, in his Free Handi- 
cap for 1945. She ran very gamely, although she 
was lower in class in comparison with Guaratiba’s. 
Royal Dancer, her sire, is a Blandford horse 
whose get include several good winners in many 
countries. Igara II’s dam, Tila, by Leteo—Daffo- 
dil, is also dam of the crack Ark Royal (full 
brother to Igara II), and a full sister to the Ar- 
gentine, Brazilian and North American winner 
Desafuero. Galhardia, third in the Oaks, is a 
daughter of Chirgwin (Trigo—Undaunted II, by 
*Teddy) out of Veneziana, by Taciturno (by Sans 
le Sou) out of Veneza, by Thermogene. She is 
Veneziana’s first foal and also was third in the 
One Thousand Guineas. 

In appraising the 3-year-old fillies’ class, I 
think they are not as good as last year’s, or, at 
least, as last year’s leader, the now 4-year-old 
champion mare Fontaine. Guaratiba.is a very 
good filly, although she did not have to beat, this 
time, her stubborn opponent of the One Thousand 
Guineas, Blue Ribbon, nor Coraly, the champion 
filly at Cidade Jardim and a non-starter in both 
the One Thousand Guineas and the Oaks. Coraly’s 
owners didn’t make her eligible to any of the 
Gavea stakes. 

On the previous day, we saw a sensational fel- 
low at Gavea, when the 2-year-old colt Holkar 
won in track-record time the Classico Costa Fer- 
raz, over 1,200 meters (about six furlongs). The 
odds-on favorite, Holkar, whose three previous 
races had been very good, took the lead at the 
start, under restraint, and came, always under 
restraint from Jockey E. Castillo, to the winning 
post four lengths in front of Heréo, with Furao 
third. The winner’s time, exceptionally good un- 
der the circumstances, was 1:114, new track 
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record at Gavea. The previous record, 1:12, was 
held by seven horses. 

Holkar, owned by the Paula Machado family 
and trained by E. Freitas, is a son of the famous 
sire Santarem (by the North American-bred Nov- 
elty), out of Xal, by Sin Rumbo. He debuted in 
a classico, finishing third. Then he won twice, 
very impressively, and now has won his first 
stakes victory in a fashion which makes this colt 
the leader of his sex and the greatest challenger 
to the filly Garbosa II for the juvenile leadership 
of 1946.. 

At Cidade Jardim, on May 19, was offered as 
feature of the day the Grande Premio Governador 
do Estado, over 2,400 meters (about one mile and 
one-half), and a field of eight 4-year-olds and up 
started. Favorite was Dante, whose two second 
places to Miron in the Grandes Premios Sao 
Paulo, and Jockey Club, impressed the crowd. He 
was not the winner, however, being soundly beaten 
by that very good horse Darbolito, which won 
by 1% lengths from Mochuelo, with Valipor third. 
Dante was fourth, followed by Argentina, Cor- 
moran, Cumelen and Taquemao. Time, 2:28%, 
new track record. 

Darbolito’s owner is Sao Jorge Stable, his train- 
er is J. Godoy and his jockey was the veteran L. 
Gonzalez, one of the three or four leading riders 
in Brazil. The winner is a son of Pure Boy (by 
Gradely) out of Karelia’s Last, by Duncan Gray, 
also dam of the stakes winner Floreio. The de- 
feat of Dante was not as surprising to me as that 
of Cumelen, the 1945 champion stayer, whose 
three 1946 starts were so bad that I think he is no 
more the same horse he was. 


Argentine Weight-for-Age Champion 


N Argentina, a new weight-for-age champion 

is developing while Ben Omar and Churrinche 
are absent from the tracks. He is the horse 
Quibu, a son of Meadow out of Querendona, whose 
recent victories over the strongest staying con- 
tenders point to him as a real hope in the great 
weight-for-age stakes to come, especially when it 
was announced that Ben Omar will be shipped to 
Brazil to compete in the Grande Premio Brasil, 
at Gavea. Thus Churrinche will be, apparently, 
the one for Quibt to beat. 

On May 19, at San Isidro, the Clasico General 
Belgrano, over 2,200 meters (about one mile and 
three furlongs), was presented, with a field of 
six. Quibu was the favorite, although in the field 
were Royal Tip, Zorro and Battant. Royal Tip 
had been third to Quibi and Zorro, in a previous 
stakes; Zorro, after this second, had won easily, 
under 132 pounds, a handicap on May 18 and 
Battant had won previously a handicap. When 
the start was given, Zorro took the lead and 
opened a five-length advantage over Quibt, while 
Battant was last. In the mile post Talon took 
second place and thus they made the great turn, 
when Quibt was third and Battant fourth. When 
they entered into the stretch, Quibti and Battant 
attacked the leaders, beat them and Quibti was 
the winner by two lengths from Battant, with 
Royal Tip another 1% lengths back for third, 
Talon fourth, Zorro fifth and Emperor sixth and 
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last. Time, 2:13%. After the race, it was an- 
nounced Zorro would be shipped soon to Rio de 
Janeiro, for the Gavea Stakes, and that Battant 
was to be purchased by Mr. José Buarque de 
Macedo, of Rio de Janeiro, who will try with him 
to repeat the victory of last year’s Grande Premio 
Brasil, with the South-American champion Filon. 

Now that Royal Tip and Zorro and Battant are 
proved incapable of beating Quibt, this horse will 
have to win only over Estuardo and Endeavour 
to be free of contenders for the challenger title 
against the champion veterans Churrinche and 
Ben Omar. Quibi, whose early races were very 
good, in 1945, later was a failure and there were 
those who talked of lack of stamina in him. This 
year, however, he is running very well and it is a 
sure bet he has stamina, for his recent victories 
have been over middle and staying distances, over 
very good fields.

On the previous day, at Palermo, was offered 
the Clasico General Las Heras, for 2-year-old 
fillies, over 1,400 meters (about seven furlongs). 
And again the 2-year-old fillies’ leadership 
changed hands, after being held successively by 
Pomara, Fortuna, Visionaria, and Blossom. The 
winner was El Grillo Stable’s Grillette, a daughter 
of Barranquero out of Avefria, by Tiny, beating 
Blossom into second place, in 1:25%. It ap- 
pears this year’s Argentine 2-year-old fillies have 
not found, up to now, their true leader, and are 
not very brilliant, as things go. 

On the day’s card there was a 2,000-meter 
handicap (about ten furlongs). Favorite, pace- 
maker, and easy winner, as stated above, was the 
4-year-old Zorro, under 132 pounds, giving much 
weight and a beating to Danubio, Nedfito and 
Malal. Zorro’s time was 2:04%. He is owned 
by Messrs. Nelson and Roberto Seabra, of Rio de 
Janeiro, and will be a stablemate, at Gavea, to the 
stable’s champion Secreto. The stable intends to 
ship their Uruguayan champion stayer Cantaro 
from Montevidéo to Buenos Aires for the great 
staying contests of the Argentine Turf. 

It is interesting to note that Brazilian owners 
took strongly the place North American buyers 
had in the Argentine horse export market. 
Messrs. Seabra and José Buarque de Macedo were 
the second and third greatest buyers in 1945 
Palermo Sales and are still purchasing several of 
the best horses and mares in Buenos Aires. Even 
with recent purchases made by Horacio Luro and 
others in Buenos Aires for North American buy- 
ers, Brazilian breeders and owners are still the 
best customers in the Argentine market, and es- 
pecially in Uruguay. It is a fact that, money 
considered, the Brazilian Turf is now the richest 
in South America, along with the Argentine.

UST short of thirty years ago the foundation 
of the present day Keeneland Stud had its 
formation.

Among the eight fillies 
purchased from 2 to 4 years of age were three 
that were to re-make the century-old Keeneland 
Stud, on which horses had been bred and raised 
since 1784.

CCORDING to the catalogue the first of the 
three to be bought was Scrutiny (No. 160), 
a bay mare by the American Ballot, out of the St. 
Amant mare, Investigation, from the Mayonaise 
branch of the great No. 3 family. *Scrutiny car- 
ried to these shores in utero a filly by Ampelion, 
later to become the good mare Inquiry. The lat- 
ter produced for Mr. Keene 10 foals and 10 win- 
ners, including Sandy Ford, winner of the Dixie 
Handicap and more than $50,000. Today at Keene- 
land Stud may be seen Eponine and Inverine, win- 
ning daughter and grand-daughter of Inquiry.

Jeanne d’Arc is half-sister to Jean Valjean, Grand Slam, and to Fantine, dam of 
Lord Boswell. Jeanne d’Arc is also better than half-sister in blood to Armful, dam 
of Armed—leading handicap horse of the year and winner of $270,800. 
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up. The winner of this 1,300-meter stakes was 
Denso (110), a son of Minutero out of Deliciosa, 
under the riding of V. Bernoche. He is owned 
by El Licho Stable. Second, under 123.3 pounds, 
was Defiant, owned by Inah de Moraes, leading 
Brazilian turfwoman, which will be shipped soon 
to Rio de Janeiro. Time, 1:16%. As you see, the 
Gavea 1946 stakes program is attracting many 
top horses in Argentina and Uruguay and there 
will be a series of truly international contests 
within some two months. 

On the same day, the very good English-bred 
mare Bachelor’s Chum, by Chumleigh out of 
Bacherola, won a handicap over 2,300 meters, 
beating the good horse Latigo, with Montgomery 
third. The winner’s time was 2:22. Latigo, the 
second horse, has been running very well after an 
unsuccessful trip to Rio de Janeiro, last year, for 
the Gavea international events. 


A Pan-American Stud Book 


HAVE read with the greatest interest Mr. 
Luro’s article in the April 27 issue of THE 
BLoop-Horsk, and it appears to me there will be 
a good approval to his general ideas here. How- 
ever, I think his idea of an agreement between 
the American and Argentine Stud Book authori- 
ties somewhat timid and incomplete. Why not 
call a Pan-American Stud Books conference? It 
would be more direct and conclusive, especially 
because it would be a fine opportunity to estab- 
lish the basis for the foundation of a Pan-Amer- 
ican Stud Book, with branches in every racing 
country in this part of the world. This Pan- 
American Stud Book would control, also, a Pan- 
American Half-Bred Book to serve as a proving 
step to select the further entries in the Stud 
Book. Perhaps this would be a more complete 
work and would reach the target more rapidly. 
The Jersey Act argument is still being debated 
here and it appears it will be more and more an 
up to date question for Turf-writers. The Sao 
Paulo Turf magazine Turf e Elegancia, in its May 
18 issue, printed an article by Mr. L. Ribeiro da 
Silva, better known as “The Tetrarch,” on the 
North American Turf. In that article, after men- 
tioning the General Stud Book’s bar against sev- 
eral top-class North American-breds, he states: 
“If we would do the same thing the English do, 
we would have here, in Brazil, a situation equal 
to the one the Uruguayan Stud Book faced re- 
cently, concerning the Argentine horses with 
North American strains. The case would be the 
same. And then, there would be banned from our 
Stud Book all descendants of Novelty, including 
the cracks Santarem, Funny Boy, and many 
others, only because very far in the pedigree of 
that famous son of Kingston appears a North 
American mare not registered in the General Stud 
Book because his pedigree has a cross, and not a 
number. The more interesting fact, however, is 
that, aside from these things, Orby, Epsom Derby 
winner, frequently seen in many first-class pedi- 
grees, is registered in the General Stud Book, be- 
cause his register, or, to say it best, the register- 
ing of the broodmare which foaled him, was made 
before the well-known “Jersey Act’’—an act which 
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avoided, since its passing, the registration of 
horses and mares whose origins are not 100 per 
cent from horses and mares already registered 
with Weatherby and Sons. It means two weights 
and two measures, undoubtedly.” ° 

Here I give you the four leaders in the Brazilian 
sire list in 1946, up to May 17: Formastérus, by 
Astérus, by Teddy, 1,127,400 cruzeiros; Santarem, 
by Novelty, by Kingston, 649,000; Trinidad, by 
Phalaris, by Polymelus, 543,000; Seventh Won- 
der, by Pharos, by Phalaris, 333,750. 


Good One From England 


R10 DE JANEIRO, May 31 

HE Grande Premio Jose Carlos de Figueiredo, 

which may now be considered the most import- 
ant mile race in Brazil, was won at Gavea May 
26 by F. E. de Paula Machado’s High Sheriff, the 
first son of Hyperion to race in this country, un- 
beaten in his three starts here. High Sheriff won 
by a head from his stablemate Fandango, with 
Domino third in the field of eight. Two of our 
outstanding horses, Secreto and Typhoon, the 
former considered the best miler in Brazil for 
years, were last-minute withdrawals, and the 
good gray mare Vontade was virtually eliminated 
by her poor start. 

High Sheriff, which won two of his six starts as 
a 2-year-old in England, had the reputation there 
of being a temperamental horse, but here he goes 
quietly to the post and behaves like a gentleman. 
As an English writer predicted when he was ex- 
ported, he has improved with age. 

High Sheriff is by Hyperion out of Tip the 
Wink, by Tetratema out of Golden Silence, by 
Swynford out of Molly Desmond, by Desmond out 
of the famous Pretty Polly. This is a very good 
family indeed. Tip the Wink was a brilliant 2- 
year-old. Golden Silence was also a very good 2- 
year-old filly, and at three was second in the 
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“Oaks. Molly Desmond was also a brilliant juve- 


nile performer. 


In Argentina the leading 2-year-old Remo, son 
of Ipe, stubbornly refuses to step into the rear 
ranks, as the get of his sire usually are expected 
to do as the season advances. On May 26 at Pal- 


_ermo he won the 1,400-meter (seven-furlong) 


Clasico General Lavalle, beating the promising 
Chaleco by three lengths and remaining unbeaten. 


The principal contender for Farouche’s leader- 
ship among the 2-year-olds in Uruguay now ap- 
pears to be Comando, a son of the Uruguayan- 
bred sire Jolly Eyes out of Cobefa, owned and 
trained by F. Milia. On May 26 at Maronas he 
scored an easy three-length victory in the 1,400- 
meter Clasico Uruguay, beating the favorite, 
Parnaso, which had finished a length behind Far- 
ouche in the Clasico Jorge Pacheco. 


International Trade 


HE Brazilian Remount, which breeds for the 

market, has purchased in England the stallion 
Coromyth, by Coronach out of Diomyth, by Dio- 
phon. He was a good performer in Eire, and be- 
sides winning stakes there was third in Windsor 
Slipper’s Irish Derby. 

The Brazilian owner José Buarque de Macedo 
returned from Buenos Aires, where he went to 
buy a top racer for the great Gavea races of 1946. 
He wanted Battant, but the price asked for this 
horse, 150,000 pesos, was considered high. He 
purchased Emperor, a son of British Empire, a 
second-rate one, for 50,000 pesos. I regard this 
purchase as a very chancy one for an owner who 
wants to win great stakes races for veterans this 
year at Gavea. 

It is now reported the top Argentine stayer Ben 
Omar, a son of Baber Shah, will not come to 


. Gavea for the 1946 Grande Premio Brasil. This 


fine 4-year-old developed unsoundness and will 
be retired to the stud. 

It was announced that Catriel Stable, owners 
of Quibu, current 3-year-old champion in Argen- 
tina, refused an offer of 250,000 pesos for the 
horse. Quibt is the greatest candidate for the 


. weight-for-age championship in Argentina, now 


held by Churrinche, a Congreve horse, since Ben 
Omar will be retired. Quibt is a son of Meadow. 


Quibu's Most Important Victory 


BUENOS AIRES, May 22 


Editor, THE BLoop-HorsE: 


Confirming my cable of May 19, the important 


. General Belgrano Stakes was run on the San 
- Isidro track over 2,200 meters, on the turf. The 
. race was won by Quibti and was the most im- 
. portant victory in his career, notwithstanding that 
- he had won the America and the Otono Stakes. 


The General Belgrano Stakes was for 3-year- 
olds and upward, weight for age. The winner re- 
ceived $20,000, the second horse $4,000, and the 


. third horse $2,0000; the breeder of the winner 
. got $1,500. 


The race was run on a beautiful day and a 
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huge crowd was present to inspect Talon, Royal 
Tip, Quibi, Emperor, Battant, and Zorro. The 
last had won a handicap at 2,000 meters the day 
before, with 132 pounds up, at Palermo. 

Royal Tip was in beautiful condition, as was 
Quibu; Talon sweated tremendously; Battant 
looked a bit light, showing he had been strenu- 
ously campaigned; and Zorro looked nothing like 
himself. It was easy to discern that he had had 
a hard race the previous day, and it was difficult 
to explain why he was being asked to race again. 

The field was off to a good start, Zorro taking 
the lead, followed by Quibi and Talon, close up, 
then Emperor, Royal Tip, and Battant. After a 
quarter mile Talon moved to second and Quibi 
dropped back to third. At the half mile Battant 
moved to fourth and Royal Tip was last, and at 
the head of the stretch Talon took the lead, but 
did not hold it for long. Quibu, with a great 
burst of speed, moved to the front and from that 
instant there was no doubt about the result. Bat- 
tant moved to second on the outside, Royal Tip 
tried the rail but was cut off and had to be taken 
back, and of course lost all chance. Battant tried 
to catch Quibi but made no headway, and the win- 
ner passed under the wire two lengths to the good, 
with Royal Tip third and Talon fourth. The time 
was 2:13%. 

Royal Tip was a bit unlucky in getting shut off, 
but never would have beaten Quibu. 

Remo, the fast 2-year-old colt by Ipe, keeps on 
winning. After winning the Guillermo Kemmis 
and General Guemes Stakes, he took the Santiago 
Luro on April 14, and on May 5 won the Raul 
Chevalier Stakes at 1,400 meters in 1:24%, at the 
Palermo course. In this race he beat Etwin 
(British Empire—Scotch Salmon, by Salmon- 
Trout), who had won his two previous starts in 
great style. Etwin was the favorite but Remo 
beat him easily, winning from start to finish and 
keeping his unbeaten record. 

Etwin was one of last year’s high priced year- 
lings ($44,000) and is a powerful colt, though 
plain about the head. 

Half Crown, the good daughter of Hunter’s 
Moon (Hurry On—Selene) won again on May 12. 
This time she was victorious in the Arturo R. 
Bullrich Stakes at 2,000 meters, which she ran in 
2:02%, beating once again the good filly Mich- 
unga, which was second. This confirmed my opin- 
ion that Half Crown is the better stayer of the 
two, but they both are beautiful fillies and I 
should like to see them race in the States. 


Ensuefio, a brown colt foaled in August, 1942, 
by British Empire out of Sweet Katie (sister to 
the stakes winners Saltabanco and Boadil) by 
Silurian out of Miss Marget, by Hurry On, is the 
fastest horse we have seen here for many years. 
.In ten starts he has won nine races and was once 
«second; he should have been unbeaten. To this 
time he has run only at 1,000 and 1,100 meters, 
but he has such speed and such beautiful action 
that I believe he would stay. He has beaten all 
our sprinters with such great ease, and I believe 
he will get even better as he grows older.
